I would recommend using Giles Todd's VT102.COM instead of ANSI.SYS; the former 
is an ANSI screen driver that responds to VT100 Esc sequences. I have been 
using it at home and work quite successfully for VT100 emulation. 


It seems to work with Unix machines I connect to. For the VMS machines, my 
login.com file has the line "set term=VT100". Works on both systems.
